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Dear Sir: 

In response to the Notice of Allowance dated December 10, 2007, Applicant has 
interpreted the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance as a list or partial 
recitation of specific elements of the independent claims that distinguish these claims 
from the applied references. Applicant submits that this list or partial recitation 
represents a paraphrase of these claims and that the claims themselves define the 
scope of the invention.
